THR TALLEST YET. 


An Immense Tower for the Chicago 
Exposition. 


Carnegie will be the Builder and the 
Stars and Stripes will Wave 
1120 Feet from the 
Ground. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cuicaeo, Oct. 16.—[By the Associ- 
*The Stars and Stripes, it 
was decided today, are to wave 1120 
feet above ground during the World’s 
Fair from an American tower that will 
out-Eiffel the Paris one. The builder 
is to be Andrew Carnegie of Pittsburgh. 
Over twenty-five thousand people will 
be accommodated in itat one time, and 
two of the many elevators are to start 
from the ground and run more than 
1000 feet up without change or stop, 
directly to the lookout landing. The 


width of the tower atthe foundation: 


level will be 440 feet in each direction. 
The Keystone Bridge Company of Pitts- 
burgh, one of Carnegie’s concerns, has 
agreed to construct the metal portion 
of the tower and have it completed Feb- 
ruary 1, 1893. The actual cost of the 
tower is estimated at $1,500,000, 

$200,000 less than the Eiffel tower, 
the difference being in the greater sim- 
plicity of the design and use of standard 
and merchantable sizes of steel. 

There are to bethree landings. The 
first, 200 feet from the ground, will ac- 
commoedate at onetime on the colon- 
nade 4000 or 5000 people. Inside the 
colonnade is space sufficient to build 
four hotels or restaurants. besides 
numerous booths for the sale of different 
articles. 

The second landing is designed as be- 
ing a promenade in day time and a 
dancing hall in the evening, and will 
accommodate 5000 people. 

The upper landing, 1000 feet from 
the fround, will accommodate 1200 to 
1500 people, and above this there will 
be offices for the Signal Service, scien- 
tific investigation, etc. Above this will 
be a circular electric railway carrying 
electric lights at night and signals by 
day. Above this will be a lighthouse, 
to be provided with the most powerful 
revolving lights ever constructed, and 
surmounted by the flagstaff.

Three Bluejackets Murdered on the

Bloody Affray Between the Balti- 
more’s Men and Native Sailors. 


The Affair an Outgrowth of the Hatred of 
the Lower Classes at Valparaiso 
for American Sea- 
men, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Oct. 17.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Herald's Valparaiso 
special says: ‘‘Three and perhaps four 
American man-of-war’s men were 
killed and several others more or less 
injured in a despe®ate street fight here 
this afternoon with a crowd of Chillan 
sailors. The Chillans did not do all 
the fighting, for when the fight was 
ended a number of them were found to 
be pretty badly hurt, though so far as 
I can ascertain now, none of them were 
killed. 

“The American bluejackets engaged 
inthe battle were from the United 
States cruiser Baltimore, and the Chile- 
ang were from various warships now in 
the harbor. It is impossible at present 
to get the particulars of the fight or the 
names of the killed and wounded. 

‘‘There are several accounts as to the 


origin of the difficulty. Ever since the |

- INDIANS SELL THEIR LANDS. 


The Government to Buy Over a Million 
® Acres More. 


Denver (Colo.,) Oct, 16.—[{By the 
Associated Press,}] The Associated 
Press. correspondent who accompanied 
the commission to negotiate with the 
Shoshone and Arapahoe Indians of Wy- 
oming forthe cession of part of the 
Wind River reservation, telegraphs 
that the commission has effected an 
agreement with the Indians under 
which they cede to the United States 


about 1,100,000 acres out of a total. 


of 2,000,000 acres. The Indians will 
receive $600,000, or about 55 cents 
per acre. 

The lands ceded include practically 
all the land north of Wind River and a 
strip on the eastern part of the reserva- 
tion. Qhe country is well watered. 
The bottom lands are rich and there are 
about 100,000 acres of bench lands 
which irrigation companies can make 
good agricultural land at reasonable 
cost. The whole of the reservation is a 
fine sheep and cattle range. Coal and 
oilare found on the ceded lands and 
there are indications of more valuable 
minerals. The country is 150 miles 
from railroad communication. 


A BANKER’S SUICIDE. 


Losses in the Stock Market Cause Him to 
Take His Life.

It Gives the Northern Pacifie Title to 
Land Worth Millions, 

Farao (N. D..) Oct. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| It is said that the de- 
cision of Judge Caldwell in the North- 
ern Yacific tax case yesterday is worth 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000 to the 
railroad although on the main issue, as 
to the taxation of lands, the decision is 
against the company, The decision 
gives them a clear title to all land with- 
in their grant not. known to contain 
minerals at the time of filing maps of 
definite location of the road.

ROYAL ARCH MASONS. 
| Address ‘of Grand—Master- 
_Standing Committees. 

Tre forty- -second annual ‘‘communi- 
cation” of the Grand Lodge of Royal 
Arch Masons of California convened in 
San Francisco on Tuesday last, at which 
time Grand Master Alva R. Conklin de- 
livered his address. He congratulated 
the members upon the peace and tran- 
quillity which had reigned during the 
year in the subordinate lodges of the 
jurisdiction. There were "241 char- 


tered lodges in the State, withanag-| _ 


gregate membership of 15,000. It had 
been the speaker’s aim and object to 
cultivate in the master and lodges a 
spirit of home rule, believing that they 
should control their own internal af- 
fairs. From the condition of the order, 
its prosperity, its healthy growth and 
its utmost harmony, he felt 
sured that this policy had had 
a beneficial effect, for at no 
time inthe. histOéry of Masonry 
within this jurisdiction had the order 
been in better condition than now. 
The grand master then paid avery 
touching tribute tothe memory of the 
late Alexander G. Abell, who for thirty- 
six years had officiated as grand secre- 
tary. A recommendation was made, in 
the interest of retrenchment, that the 
assistant secretary, whose salary is 
$1800 a year, be dispensed with, and 
that the grand secretary’s salary be in- 
creased from $3000 to $4000 a year, 
out of which he could pay his assistant. 
The question of the establishment of a 
home for widows and orphans was con- 
sidered at length. The grand master 
said its inauguration would be a great 
benefit, but urged that the subject be

INTERPRETING THE LAWS. 


Several Opinions of Interest by the At- 
torney-General’s Office. 


Attorney General Hart has prepared 
several important opinions involving the 
proper interpretation of recent laws, as 
follows: 


In the matter‘of high school districts it is 
his opinion that districts united to form a 
high school district under the High School 
Act must belong to the same county. If 
two or more counties were concerned the 
superintendent of each would have to be 
petitioned for the formation of the district, 
and they might not agree on trustees or the 
location of the high school. There is noth- 
ing in the act looking to the union of dis- 
tricts of different counties, and such evi- 
dently was not the intent of the Legislature. 

In response to Louis Gleichner of Ocean- 
side, the Attorney-General replies that the 
Wright Irrigation Act provides, among 
other things, ‘‘Nor shall any lands which 
will not, in the judgment of said Board of 
Supervisors, be benetited by irrigation by | 
the said system be included within such dis- 
trict.*” 

It would seem that itis left entirely to the 
judgment of the board, and if the Supervis- 
ors err there is no means provided for re- 
viewing their action. If they should err 
ona point of lawor exceed their jurisdic- 
tion, their acts would be subject to review; 
but when they decide a question of fact as 
to whether lands cannot be benefited by a 
given system of irrigation. their judgment 
is conclusive. They have the power to ‘ex- 
clude lands which in their judgment should 
be excluded. 

In the matter of George A. Knight's an- 
nual salary of $3000 as attorney of the State 
Board of Health and of the Board of Health 
ofthe city and county of San Francisco, 
the opinion of the Atto y-General is that 
the Controller should andit the same. The 
words ‘‘there is hereby appropriated"’ are 
not necessary to be placedin the act, and 
their omission does not invalidate it, as the 
act itself makes the appropriation. 

Walter Lindley, superintendent of the 


State reform schoolat Whittier, is informed 
that boards of supervisors must pay into 
State 


by law for the maintenance of the minors 
sent from their respective counties to that 
institution. The superintendent may then 
draw from the State treasury, but not di- 
rect from the connttes.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


A Case of Considerable Local In- 
terest on Hearing. 


Legal Points Involved in the Suit of 
Blakeslee Against Hall. 


The Title to a Valuable Lot on Spring 
| Street in Dispute. | 


A Short Session, but Considerable Business 
Disposed 6t—The Ah Sing Perjury 
Case—General Court News— 
Today's Calendar. 


A case in which considerable local in- 
terest is centered came up for hearing 
before the Supreme Court yesterday 
morning on a motion to dismiss the ap- 
peal. Itis that of Blakeslee vs. Hall 
et al., an action involving the title to a 
lot on Spring street. conveyed by Mrs. 
Julia Rebbeck, deceased, to the Reorgan- 
ized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, in 1886.: 7 


ka George H. Smith, Esq., on behalf of 


the respondents, argued that the ‘deed 
from Mrs. Rebbeck conveying the prop- 
erty in controversy to George A. Blakes- 
lee, bishop of the above named church 
‘‘and his successors,’’ only gave Blakes- 
lee a life interest therein, and the 
clause referred to was merely inserted 
to show that the conveyance was not 
intended to be in fee. 

The grantor could not create a cor- 
poration sole, or even aggregate, in 
that way, by vesting property in him 
and continuing it down through him to 
his successors in office, said office bein 
an illegal one, in perpetuity. If it ha 
been desired that the successors of 
Blakeslee hold the property they would 
have been specified by name in the 
deed, otherwise the property would 
vést in uncertain unascertained parties, 
save only in conveyances for charities 
so specified, which this was not, 

Blakeslee having died pending the 
litigation in this case, counsel main- 
tained that the only question which 
could possibly come before the Supreme 
Court would be an adjustment of costs, 
and that to secure this the administra- 
tor of Blakeslee should have been made 
his successor in interest instead of Mr. 
Kelly, his successor in the bishopric. 

J. D. Bicknell, Esq., who represented 
the appellant, responded briefly, by 


| stating that the deed created a trust; 


the Bishop wasthe trustee, and the 
church under the law had perfect power 
to delegate the trustees in successor- 
ship. ishop Blakeslee being dead the 


| ownership of the property was not dis- 


turbed, but his successor, Bishop Kelly, 
holds it. for the church. 

In reply. appellant’s counsel a1 get 
that the articles of incorporation did not 
empower the church to hold lands ex- 
cept for burial or church building pur- 
poses, and that this lot was not held for 
that purpose. Besides, there had been 
duress and fraudin getting this land 
away from Mrs. Kebbeck. She was an 
aged lady. suffering with a mortal dis- 
ease, cancer, which carried her offa 
year later; she was just about to go 
abroad to have an operation performed 
on her, when she became involved in a 


quarrel with one Howland, by whom she 


was threatened with a suit for 
i People vs. Ah Sing, perjury; on trial. 


One Mills, pastor of the church, came 
tosee her in the capacity of peace- 
maker. She was anxious to get out of 
her quarrel and the threatened. litiga- 
tion, and she sent Millsto Howland with 
a message that she was willing to make 
a written apology to him if that would 
satisfy him. Howland replied it would 
if ‘‘she would make the plaster as big 
as the sore’’ and give the church $5000. 
She then deeded this lot tothe church. 
Mills, being in charge of its temporal 
affairs, acted as agent in the matter, 
which was illegal, as it was in violation 
of his fiduciary capacity. 

The matter was thereupon submitted 
and by the Court taken under advise- 
ment.

In connection with the union we seek to es- 
tablish a “fruit exchange” here, and besides 
shipping fruit to our own agents inthe East, 
toinaugurate at the earliest possible mo- 
ment at thisexchange a regular series of 
auction sales, protecting all fruit offered at 
auction by shipping thaton which no satis 
factory bid is received. We wish to issue 
weekly or semi-weekly bulletins tomembers 
of the union, quoting market prices ‘in al) 
large center@, and in fact take all necessary 
steps to put the fruit growingindustry upon 
a business basis. In order to accomplish 
this the union must be supported. Words 
of encouragement and small amounts sul 
scribed to capital stock are not sufficient. A 
regular income must be provided, andit can 
be done without imposing a heavy burdea 
on any one. 
The union must be held together, if at all, 
by something more tenacious than a rope of 
sand. It must have asubstantial backing of 
fruit pledged toitfor shipment. If the vob 
ume of fruit thus pledged is large. the 
union derives: and im- 
portance which it can derive in no other 
way, and, of course, itcan then make its in- 
fluence felt inthe market. In order, how 
ever. that members who pledge their fruit 
for shipment may not feel that they are 
bound hand and feot toa single proposi-

The two 
cents per box paid tosupport the uuion is the 
most profitable investment the grower can 
make, asthe fact of the existence of the 
union raises the price of his fruit much 
more than the twocents asked.

BLAINE EXPLAINS 


His Alleged Hostility to the “New 
3 Tariff Law. 


His Criticism of the McKinley Bill Made 
Before the Reciprocity Clause 
was Inserted in the 
Measure. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Yor, Oct. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] An Ohio editor having 
written Mr. Blaine that Democratic pa- 
pers were parading him as an opponent 
of the McKinley Bill, he replied as fol- 
lows: | 

AUGUSTA, (Me.,) Oct. 14, 1891. 

John Holey, Esy., editor of the Journal, Bu- 
cyrus, O.—MY DEaR Str: You inform me 
that Democratic papers in your town and 
many Democratic papers throughout Ohio 
keep the following paragraph standing in 
type: ‘‘Butthere isnota section or linein 
the McKinley Bill that will open a market 
foranother bushel of wheat or another 
barrel of pork.—James G. Blaine to Sena- 
tor Frye, July 11, 1890." 

This sentence is garbled and taken from 
its proper connection, Itcreates a wrong 
impression. What I did say is the follow- 
“I donot doubt that in many respects 
the tariff bill pending in the Senate is a 
just measure and that most of its provisions 
are in accordance with the wise policy of 

rotection, but there is not asection or line 
in the éntire bill that will” “market 
foranother bushel of wheat or another 
pound of pork,”’ 

The letterin which this paragraph occurs 
was written to Senator Frye July 11, 1896? 
and the McKinley bill did not become a law 
until October, nearly three months there- 
after. In my letter to Senator Frye I ob. 
jected to the bill because it did not contain 
a reciprocity clause which would pro- 
vide a market for wheat, pork. and 
other products of the farm and 
for various fabrics. Before the bill was 
finally passed a reciprocity clause was in- 
serted and alarge addition was made to the 
free list.

To be 100 Feet Wide and Paved with 
Bituminous Limerock. 
The Total Cost of the Work will be 
About $100,000.

As foreshadowed in Te Times, in an in- 
terview with Councilman Sherman,a few 
days ago, the beach boulevard matter was 
reconsidered by the City Council yesterday 
and a proposition was adopted to extend 
the boulevard plans east of State street to 
Milpas; and thisitis understood, means a 
continuous beach driveway from Castle 
Rock to the high point of land just west of 
the cemetery, That portion of the route 
not included inthe plans, as adopted yes- 
terday, will, itis said be built by individ- 


tion. 

The other change from the plans adopted 
two weeks ago, is that the boulevard shall 
be on the beach, back from the water, and 
that its direction shall conform to curved 
line of the sea, and insures an immense 
saving in construction on that part of the 
work, 


The plan as now adopted seems to meet 


with very general approval, and being 
especiall¥ gratifying to residents of the 
East Side, will doubtless be almost unani- 
mously carried at the polls, when the ques- 
tion of bonds for construction money is 
voted on. 

The saving of this plan, over the one for- 
merly adopted, it is said, will nearly be suf- 
ficient to make tha east cxtension, not in- 
cluded heretofore. 

Since the present move seems to guaran- 
tee harmony with a big H among all the 
‘elements,’’ an early move looking toward 
construction May be confidently expected. 

The plans as adopted by the Council pro- 
vide for a boulevard 100 feet wide extend- 
ing about one mile along the beach in front

The sidewalks and roadway will be paved 
with bituminous rock and lined with double 
rows of trees. It will terminate ina 
plaza with winding walks, band stand, bath 
house, pavilion, etc. The plaza will be 
filled with trees dnd tropical plants.

SHOT BY MISTAKE, 


A Mexican Who Played Highway- 
man Once Too Often, 


Probably Fatal Shooting Near Ense- 
nada, Lower California. 


American Miners Who Took No 
Chances on Being Robbed. 


The Case Investigated by the Mexican 
Authorities, and the Parties Exon. 
erated—Locked up but After- 

ward Released. 


H. M. Russell of this city, who came 
up from Alamo, Lower California, yes- 
terday, reports that as he was on his way 
accompanied by Joe Peterson, a Mexi- 
can met them abont 8 o’clock in the 
evening at a sheltered place in the 
road, and attempted to hold them up. 
He rode infront of their horses and 
shouted ‘‘Ariba’’-(up) at the same time 
displaving a knife or revolver: Taking 
him for a highwayman, Peterson fired 
with his double-barreled shotgun, and 
brough the man down. The charge, 
(buckshot,) took effect in the man’s left 
breast and left arm, breaking the bone 
inthe latter. Itis believed that the 
man will die. His name is Pedro Gas- 
tillon. He lives five miles from En- 
senado, and is one of the oldest resi- 
dents of that country. He is about 80 
years old. During thirty or forty years 
he has been in the habit of going 
off on a periodical drunk and 
when on his way home, driving 
everybody he met offtheroad. Whether 
his attempt on Messrs. Russell and Pet- 
erson was anything more than his usual 
bluff is not known, but it is certain that 
he tried it once too often. Almost sim- 
ultaneously with the shooting Peterson 
jumped from the buggy to be ready for 
an onslaught, not knowing who else 
might be in waiting. The team took 
fright at the report of the gun and ran 
away, overturning the buggy and drag- 
ging Mr. Russell some distance through 
the brush. The near horse received 
three buckshot through his ears, and 
Mr. Russell got a bruise on his left 
cheek, so near was the gun to his face 
when it was discharged. The gentle- 
men were bringing in their buggy gold 
bullion to the value of about $4000, 
and they were natutally on the lookout 
for footpads. Hence the prompt exe- 
cution of the shotgun. 

While Russell and Peterson were get- 
ting their conveyance to rights, the 
stage came along bringing three passen- 
gers. Ail drove into Ensenada to- 
gether. Messengers were then sent 
back to inguire into the condition of the 
wounded man. Before these messen- 
gers returned, however, word had been 
sent to Ensenada of the shooting, and 
Russell and Peterson, together with the 
three stage passengers, the driver, and 
Mr. Douglas, one of the owners of the 
stage line, were arrested and confined 
in the curatel, or prison. They were 
kept there over night, and, the next 
day, Judge Rendon went personally to 
the curatel and inquired into the shoot- 
ing. Mr. Russell related the circum- 
stances of itto him, whereupon he or- 


dered the release of all of the party ex- | 


cept Peterson. An official examination 
charged, except Peterson. who will 
probably be released within a week. 
Mr. Russell says that the party were 
treated kindly while in custody, and 
they can find no fault whatever with 
the proceedings taken by the Mexican 
authorities. 

Mr. Russell regrets the shooting as he 
is acquainted with Gastillon’s family 
and has frequently stopped at their 
place on his way to and from his mine. 
It is the wealthiest family in that sec- 
tion, and at onetime owned nearly all 
of the land thereabouts. Of course the 
circumstances of the shooting justified 
it as the night wads dark, the road over- 
grown with heavy chapparel and the 
old man’s actions extremely hostile. 
The stage has been frequently held up 
along the same road, and travelers are 
always on the lookout for that sort of 
thing. Gastillon’s people do not blame 
Russell and Peterson for the shooting. 


BOYLE HEIGHTS. 


Another Mysterious Burglary—AnO ld 
Landmark Removed—News Notes. 

Another small but mysterious bur- 
glary occured on the Heights Thursday. 
Mrs. F. W. Buchanan, residing at No. 
145 State street, left home about 9 a. 
m. and left the house, as she supposed, 
securely locked. Upon her return at 
4 o’clockin the afternoon she found 
the front door standing open, and the 
contents of the bureau drawers and two 


inventory showed nothing missing ex- 
cept a lady’s silver watch and 80 cents 
in currency. Mrs. Newley, who lives 
close by, says she saw a man, who 
seemed to be drunk, hanging about the 
place during the day, and it is thought 
that he may have been the culprit, 
The police detectives are now working 
on the case.

Yesterday’s Meeting Given up to 
a Talk on Theosophy. 


Theories of the New Belief Explained 
by William Q. Judge, 


Prefaced by a Defense of the Late 
Mme. Blavatzky. 

The Doctrine of Reincarnation the Farida- 
mental Principle of the Creed—Dr. 
Talmage’s Views by Way 

of Contrast. 


William Q. Judge, the theosophist and 
co-worker with the late Mme. Blav- 
atskv, addressed the Friday Morning 
Club yesterday. Nearly every one of 
the 150 chairs had its occupant. Mr. 
Judge was introduced by Miss Off, a lo- 
cal theosophist. He has a well-shaped 
head, a mild, pleasant face, with that 
peculiar, dreamy look which seems to be 
a characteristic of alltheosophists. He 
explained the theosophical theory at 
length, but seemed to have considerable 
difficulty in adapting it to the English. 
language, which appears tobe inade- 
quate to express the exact meaning of 
the belief held by these advanced think- 
ers. He explained that. the term 
‘“karma,’’ is borrowed from the Sans- 
krit because no English word fully ex- 
presses its meaning, which has to do 
with cause and effeet on the inner na- 
ture. One could not fail to be deeply 
impressed with the inefficiency of the 
mother tongue from Mr. Judge's fre- 

quent apologies for its lack of suitable 
words to express his meaning. 

He began by referring to Mme: Bla- 
vatsky, whom he declared to be a much 
abused woman. In regard to the mat- 
ter of her smoking cigarettes, he said it 
was nothing against her, as it was a Rus- | 
sian custom for ladies to smoke the fra- 
grant weed. He went further, and 
said that there were other things a 
great deal worse which American wo- 
man didevery day. Smoking was not 
such such a terrible thing, anyway—it 
was merely puffing forth smoke, and 
smoke kills microbes. This habit, he 
said, was her only vice, if such it could 
be considered, and in all other respects 
she was far ahead of the ordinary wo- 
man. He related a little incident 
showing her kindness of heart. As she 
was about to sail from an English port 
she noticed a poor woman in great dis- 
tress, who was anxious to go to her 
friends but had not money to buy a 
ticket. Mme. Blavatsky saw her dis- 
tress, went to the agent and exchanged 
her own first-class passage for two 
steerage tickets, keeping one for her- 
self and giving the other to the...poor. 
woman. This well illustrates the Taw 
of universal brotherhood which is one of 
the great principles of theosophy. 

He said that theosophy rested on two 
First, all beings 
are spiritual and not material. and are 
consciously united; second, reincarna- 
tion, which is at the bottom of evolu- 
tion and hence of theosophy, which ac- 
cepts evolution. Man was not created 
—he evolved. All things evolved. In 
the beginning there was a mass of mat- 
ter formed bya spiritual being. First, 
the mineral kingdom evolved from this 
mass, passed through that school on to 
the vegetable stage, evolving from that 
to the animal, and finally came up to 
the humaa—man, whois now evolving 
preparatory to becoming a god. 

Apropos of this it may be interesting 
to look for a moment at Rev. T. DeWitt 
Talmage’s style of ‘‘sizing up’’ the evo- 
lutionists’ theory, which, according to 
Mr. Judge’s statement is. the accepted 
theory of all theosophists. In a lecture 
delivered by Dr. Talmage at Chautau- 
qua in 1886, on ‘The Absurdities of 


following comparison between the Bi- 
ble account and the evolutionist’s ac- 
count of the beginning of man: Bible 
account: ‘‘God created man in His own 
image; in the image of God created He 
him.’’ Evolutionist’s account: ‘‘From 
the primal germ the mushroom, from 
the mushroom the tadpole, from the tad- 
pole the pollywog, from the pollywog the 


fish, from the fish the _ reptile, 
from the reptile the baboon, 
from the baboon, man.’’ In_in- 


verse~.ratio: From man to _ baboon, 
from baboon to reptile, etc., to the end. 
Now, who made the primal germ? Evo- 
lutionists don’t know and notone of 
them willsay, ‘‘God madeit.’’ The Bible 
account of the brute creation is: Birds 
created at one time, cattle at another, 
fish at another—‘‘every creature after 
his kind.’’ Evolutionist’s account: 
From four or five primal germs all the- 
living creatures evolved. This is a 
blank contradiction, not 'only of the 
Bible, but of science. The evolution-

Savings fund and of St. Joseph’s Orphan 
‘He is still actively interested in 
politics, and has many times been a dele- 
gate to the Democratic state and national 
conventions.

Hon. E. F. Spence’s Response to the 
Address of Welcome, 
_ Judge Widney Denied a Hearing on 
His Currency Resolution. : 


A Vigorous Protest by the Judge Against. 
What He Considers an Attempt to 
Use the Gag Law—Insists on | 
His Measure. 


The Los Angeles representatives 
took an active part in the proceedings 
of the State Bankers’ Association, 
which opened in San Francisco Wednes- 
day. 

Hon. E. F. Spence of the First Na- 
tional Bank of this city responded on 
behalf of the southern part of the 
State, to the address of welcome of 
John McKee, president of the San 
Francisco clearing-house, in one of his 
characteristic speeches. 

Mr. Spence was felicitous in acknowl- 
edging the warmth of the welcome and 
professed no desire to do anything but 
extend thanks. He could appreciate 
the lofty line of thought in Mr. McKee’s 
address, and thought that bankers must 
be in fullsympathy with their constit- 
nents and should identify themselves 
with every good cause and_ insti- 
tution in their vicinity, thus im- 
pressing themselves upon their com- 
munities for good, and becoming gen- 
eral benefactors. Mr. Spence depre- 
cated the idea which was at one time 
commonly held that bankers were skin- 
flints, shylocks, and extortioners. He 
believed the bankers of America should 
be Americans, not necessarily as to the 
accident of birth, butinaction. The 
social and financial influences of bank- 
ers were great, and the responsibility 
to use them on right lines so much the 


binding. He was so strongly in 


favor of encouraging a purely home 
‘feeling that he condemned those who 
had the clothing of their wives and the 
trousseaux of their daughters made in 
foreign countries. As to the banking 
‘outlook, he thought the great question 
‘was how to increase the gold output of 
jthe mines without injuring any citi- 
zen’s..property...He thought that no 
rtion of California was so interested 
in that problem as San Francisco, and 
he urged the bankers of that city to 
keep it not only abreast, but ahead of 
the times. 

‘The following account of the first 
day’s subsequenf proceedings is from 
the Examiner of Thursday: 

President Thomas Brown made the formal 
opening address. In ithe presented a few 
facts showing the growth of the banking 
interest in California since 1880. 

On July 1, 1880, there were in California 
seventy-eight State banks, with resources 
amounting to $119,575,520. In 1891 
there were 189 State banks with $244, 547,- 

Mr. Brown then declared the convention 
duly opened. 

Secretary George H, Stewart, cashier of 
the Los Angeles County Bank, read his 
annual report, which showed continuous 

rosperity andgrowth in the association. 

t now had 151 banks as members and be- 
fore the close of 1891 would secure the 
coéperation of the rest of the banks of the 
State. The year had been one of hard 
work, but a sufficient reward was found in 
the generalinterest shown by members of 
the association and the cultivation of proper 
ae sentiment with relation to banks and 

anking, 

Treasurer G. W. Kline, assistant cashier 
of the First National Bank of San Fran- 
cisco, reported $742 in the treasury. All 
bills had been met on presentation and the 
present dues were sufficient to pay all cur- 
rent expenses. 

The report of the Executive Council was 
read by Chairman A. D. Childress of the 
City Bank of Los Angeles, and with its read- 
ing came the first breezy episode of the 
convention. 

After detailing the routine work per- 
formed by the council, the report said: 

“The following resolution presented by 
Lovell White, and seconded by W. W. Phil- 
lips, was carried unanimously : 

Resolved, that the request of Judge R. M,

“MUST MAKE A SHOWING. 


Justice Owens Refuses to Dismiss 
the Hunsaker Case. 


The Defense Must Account for the 
*Countess’s’”’ Money. 


Lengthy Arguments Indulged in by 
; Counsel on Both Sides. 


Defendants Very Bitter Over “The Times’" 
Expose—Justice Owens Not Governed 
by the Newspaper Reports— 
Yesterday's Testimony. 


The Hunsaker wing of the now-notori- 
ous Hunsaker case were not happy yes- 
terday when the Court promptly re- 
fused to accept their argument ina 
motion to dismiss the defendant on the 
grounds that the people had utterly 
failed to make out a case of em- 
bezzlement against Benny. 

Most of the day was taken up in the 
argument of Mr. Stephens’s motion to 
discharge Benny, and although the 
people closed their case early in the 
forenoon the defense did not swear a 
Single witnees. They were exceedingly 
bitter against Tue Times on account of 
its course in publishing the record of 
the Hunsakers during the progress of 
the examination and intimated that it 
was done for the punpose of influencing 
the court. 

Judge Owens stated that he never 
follows the running reports of criminal 
cases in newspapers when he is trying 
said cases, and stated that he would 


~ The first witness called for the people 
when court convened was Deputy 
Sheriff Clancy, who was placed in the 
saloon on the 29th of September last 
as keeper, when it was closed on at- 
tachments by firms that furnished the 
liquor.

Herbs for Kitchen Use. 
{New York Tribune. } 
v_part_of a 
good kitchen garden. Nothing gives so 
much variety tothe table as the proper 
use of herbs and flavoring. Herbs are 
in perfection in flavor just before their 
time of budding out for flowering, and 
they should then be gathered to dry for 
winter use. The simplest way of dry- 
ing them and the best is to cut off their 
roots and hang their stalks from the 
rafters of the kitchen where they are 
gradually dried by the heat of the stove’ | 
After they are dried, they should be 
taken down and the leaves stripped 
carefully from the stalks, pounded fine 
and put away in air-tight tin boxes for 
winter use. Itis much easier to buy 
the herbs already prepared, but there is 
an immeasurable difference in the 
quality of herbs properly dried and 
kept but a season and those which have 
been dried by the wholesale methods of 
dealers and may have been in stock for 

years. 

The best time for gathering herbs for 
drying ison a sunny day, when the 
leaves are not wet with moisture. Ail 
herbs, like fruits, should be dried rap- 
idly, in order to retain their aroma 
and for this reason many people put 
them on pans, and dry them in the 
heating closet of the stove, which is 
usually under the oven. They believe 
that they drv more rapidly there than 
when hun the rafters, but in some 
stoves this cNset is so situated that

Diseases of Fow!s., 

Says a correspondent in the Michigan 
Poultry Breeder: The doctoring of 
sick fowls, especially when you do not’ 
know what ails them, is generally a 
hopeless task. It is far better to keep 
them well than to try to cure after they 
get sick. An ounce of prevention is. 
worth a ton of cure. A few simple 
remedies, generally such as are useful 
about the house any way, or generally 
kept on hand, are all the case requires, 
spirits of turpentine, kérosene, sulphur, 
sulphate of zinc. camphor, carbolic 
acid,sulphuric acid andinsect powders 
are about all that are needed. For 
gapes, for instance, a few drops of 
camphor or turpentine, on a bread pill, 
taken in time will cure; so whatis the 
use of buying anything else for the 
purpose? For roup, camphorin drink- 
ing water isa preventive, sulphate of 
zinc for syringing the nostrils and tur- 
pentine for swabbing out the throat or 
windpipe are egual to any known 
remedies. 

For wer legs, a very common disease, 
particularlv with old fowls, sulphur and 
lard or kerosene, applied to the affected 
part, are both ‘‘sure cures.’’ 

For scabs, very prevalent during the 
summer months, after picking off the 
scab, apply an ointment made of soap, 
one teaspoonful; carbolic acid five 
drops. It is a dead shot. | 

For lice and mites, sulphur and lard 
or a dusting with the pyrethrum insect 
powder is all-sufficient. A_ sprinkling 
with a 1 per cent. solution of sulphuric 
acid will drive these pests away from 
the premises. 

For cholera, the best known remedy 
is a sharp hatchet. The great prevent- 
ive is a thorough sprinkling of yard, 
houses, nests, etc., with a 1 per cent. 
solution of sulphuric acid. 

Bumble foot requires an operation. 
Diarrhea may be controlled by soak-. 
ing oak bark in the drinking water. 
Other diseases are generally ob- 
scure and should not be treated with 
medicine. Confinement and change of 
diet is about the best that can be done 
in such cases. |

in the ground, the flies, the progenitors 
of the mischievous brood of slugs, ap- 
pearing in May or June in the northern 
States. The female is a little over one- 
fifth of aninch long, and the maleis a 
littlesmaller. Whenthetrees on which 
these flies are working are disturbed, 
they fallto the ground,.and folding up 
their antenna, they remain motionless 
for awhile. 

The female deposits her eggs early in 
June, in the leaves, in slits made with a 
saw-like appendage at the end of her 
body, which cuts through the skin of 
the leaf. In about two weeks these 
slugs, 
which are not slimy at first, but the 
slimy matter oozes out of the skin after 
a short time and covers the body. ter 
changing their skin four times they at- 
tain the length of half an inch or more. 
They are then full-grown, larger at the 
head and covered with a slimy, dark, 
brownish matter and have a disagree- 
able order. After its next molt it loses 
its slimy covering and appears in a 
clean, yellowish skin. Shortly after 
thischange it leaves the foliage and 
buries itself in the ground three or four 
inches deep. It there forms a cell for 
itself, undergoes its changes and in 
about two weeks appears in the winged 
form. These deposit a second brood 
the latter part of July, and this late 
brood retires to the ground in about 
four weeks, changes to pupa and re- 
mains in that condition until the follow. 
ing spring. 

Remedies: Fresh, air-slacked lime 
dusted on the foliage is an effectual rem- 
edy. Hellebore powder mixed in water, 
in the proportion of; one ounce to two 
gallons, and syringed onthe foliage, is 


also a sure remedy. P 


The Outlook for Poultry. 
{Orchard and Farm.] 

The outlook for profitable poultry cul- 
ture all over the Pacific Coast. was 
never better than now. The increase 
of population has exceeded the increase 
of poultry and egg production, and the 
markets of the large cities, particu- 
larly San Francisco, are almost always 
bare. It is safe to say that if the prod- 
uct Was even three times as great as 
at present, still good prices could b 
obtained, and the Eastern States wou 
have to be depended on to keep up the 
supply, There is also demand for small 
places near the cities to rent for broile 
and duck raising on a moderate scale; 
and those having large tracts of land 
would doubtless do well by dividing 
them into small patches fitted up 
with cheap living houses and offer 
them for lease. There are many loca- 
tions in the large valleysand mountains 
well adapted to the business that could 
readily be fitted up at a very small cost. 
It is a well known fact that in the great 
grain-growing districts of California 
the farmer’s wife frequently clears 
more net profit from her flock of turkeys 
than her husband from the talance of 
the product of the farm. The capital 
required is small when compared to’ 
| most industries, and when carried on in 
connection with fruit-raising, or gene- 
ral farming, is scarcely missed. The 
present outlook is particularly favor- 
able to breeders of thoroughbred stock, 
and those who prepare for the increased 
demand for improved stock that is cer- 
tainly coming, will be well rewarded 
for their forethought. We learn that 
most breeders on this Coast have nearly 
sold out their surplus stock, and some 
have been unable to meet the demand 
on them. 


The Wild Mustard of California.

Many a reader of the Bible has _puz- 
zled over the allegation that so insig- 
nificant athing asa grain of mustard 
seed, when planted, sprang up and be- 
came a plant in whose branches the 
birds of the air found shelter. The 
mustard plant of the Atlantic Coast, a 
foot or two in height,,could not, by any 
stretch of theimagination, be thought 
capable of sheltering even the smallest 
of birds. But when one sees the vast 
mustard fields of California, the bibli- 
cal account is easily understood. The 
mustard plant of California shoots up 
twelve or fifteen. feet in height. A 
horseback rider is easily lost in the 
thicket, while the branches of the great 
plants can and do at times afford shelter 
for thousands of the feathered tribes.
